[Text] People have often said that the American workers enjoy high 
material living conditions. This is generally true but not completely 
eo, according to our recent survey conducted in the United States. A 
correct and true understanding of the life of American workers calls 
for close observation and specific assessment. 


The present average pay of American workers is $6 per hour, with the 
minimum wage fixed by the government at $2.94 per hour. There are quite 
a number of welfare projects in operation in that country, making it 
possible for each employee to receive on the average $2,115 a year. 

As long as one is employed, one is quite well off in a material sense. 


The following factors are responsible for the American workers' income 
and fringe benefits: 1) As a result of the accumulation of material 
wealth and the growth of labor productivity, the per capita GNP in 1979 
in the United States amounted to $10,000. This materially contributes 
to increasing the income of workers, since under any economic system 

it is impractical to separate increased income from the increased 
development of production and productivity. 2) Under the capitalist 
system the income of the workers does not increase automatically with 
the development of production because of the insatiable greed of the 
capitalist for profits. The working class therefore relies on struggle 
against the capitalist to force a readjustment of their wages, while 
the capitalist takes advantage of higher wages and fringe benefits to 
numb the class consciousness of workers so that the social order can be 
stabilized and the capitalist system of exploitation maintained. Never- 
theless, the rate of exploitation has been on the increase. According 
to published figures, the net profits from corporate earnings in the 
United States rose from 4.1 percent in 1960 to 6.9 percent in 1977. 

3) The modernization of production operations has brought radical 
changes to the social and material life, resulting in more exacting 











requirements regarding the workers' knowledge of culture and science. 
Consequently, reproduction expenses tend to increase by a big margin. 


Economically China has fallen far behind developed capitalist countries, 
although the socialist system has the potential to speed up ite economic 
development. However, due to a belated start, the average per capita 
GNP in 1979 amounted to only a little over US$200. We will need decades 
of hard work before we can overtake developed capitalist countries. If 
the productive forces in China develops to the U.S. level, our workers’ 
income and welfare benefits will far surpass those of American workers. 
This is because there is no exploitation in China and the wealth created 
by our people is used to meet their needs. 


While employed American workers earn more than their Chinese counter- 
parts, they also spend more. For example, they have to pay 18 percent 
of their annual income on income tax if they make $10,000. ‘ais means 
that nearly one-fifth of their income has disappeared. The rent there 
is very high; a two-room apartment usually costs more than $300 a month. 
According to U.S. Government figures, generally the workers have to 
spend 30 percent of their income on accomodation. Moreover, to miti- 
gate the overproduction crisis, the capitalist offers credit on pur- 
chases of durable consumer goods such as houses and cars. As a result, 
many workers have been going in debt. Domestic debts in the United 
States in 1978 totaled more than $1,233.7 billion, averaging $6,000 

for every American. While this shows the highly developed capitalist 
credit system in the United States, the purchases of consumer goods on 
credit by the workers introduces a rather significant deceptive element 
to the modern capitalist economic prosperity. 


The U.S. Government provides relief to families of four whose annual 

income is less than $6,000. There were 5.3 million such impoverished 
families in that country -a 1977, or 9.3 percent of the total number 

of families. 


Most American workers are beset with problems that they cannot cope 
with. Generally, they are afraid of losing their jobs. As a result 

of the developing capitalist economic crisis and curtailment of pro- 
duction and shutdown of a number of enterprises, unemployment is rather 
high and the specter of unemployment haunts a large number of workers. 
Once they are out of work, they find that government relief is equiva- 
lent to about 36 percent of their pay, barely enough to meet living 
expenses. They are also afraid of getting sick because profit-minded 
and privately run American hospitals charge incredibly high fees for 
medical care. According to an American friend, it cost more than $50 
to apply some medicine and bandage to the bruised finger of his child. 
Hospitalization expenses for abortions or sterilization cost the patient 
$1,500 per day. It costs at least $100 for minor ailments such as 
treating influenza or taking an injection. Furthermore, the workers 
are worried about sending their children to college. Many prominent 








U.S. universities are private. The tuition at Harvard University runs 
as high as $10,000 a year, a sum that is equivalent to the annual wages 
of nonekilled workers, Since state-supported universities also charge 
$2,000 for tuition, even thie amount ie beyond the means of the average 
worker. Thies is one reason why so many college students have enrolled 
in part-work and part-study courses. Old age has also produced linger- 
ing fear among old and retired workers in the highly developed American 
capitalist society, where relacions among men are based on money as an 
object of prime consideration and where traditional family relations 
are pathetically cool. An example of this is that young people are 
generally reluctant to live with their parents. Retired workers on 
pensions get about 40 percent of their wages after having worked for 
some 40 years. Living in stratified circumstances and on reduced income 
and with nobody to look after them when they are sick, these old people 
live miserably. Some of these old people have died in their homes 
without their neighbors being aware of it. 


Moreover, the lack of social order and the rising crime wave have 
aroused feelings of personal insecurity. Valuable possessions are no 
longer kept at home, but are put in the safety deposit boxes of banks 
or insurance firms. Those who stay in hotels see to it that their 
valuables are locked in safety deposit boxes. According to published 
government figures from official sources, the crime wave has risen 
over the years. For example, manslaughter cases rose from 9,000 in 
1960 to 19,000 in 1977 while robbery cases rose from 100,000 in 1960 
to 405,000 in 1977. Under these circumstances, ordinary American 
workers in leading their daily lives are far from secure.

[Text] The U.S. presidential election is held every 4 years and this 
year is an election year. Although the general election will not take 
place until November, the campaigning has already begun. 


The U.S. Constitution stipulates that American citizens above the age 
of 35 who have lived in the country more than 14 years can run for the 
presidency. The president's tenure is 4 years and is limited to two 
terms. 


The U.S. presidential election system is very complicated and involves 
very complex procedures. Although superficially the U.S. president is 
elected by the voters, the entire voting process including the nomina- 
tion of the presidential candidates is controlled by two major political 
groups in the United States, the Republicans and the Democrats. Carter, 
a Democrat, is the 39th ''.S. president. The period in which the 
Republicans held the reins of government lasted from the American civil 
war to World War II, but in the postwar period the U.S. presidency was 
filled by four Democrats and three Republicans. 


The U.S. presidential election may be divided into five stages. 


The first stage is the primary election. These are held in 35 states 
to choose nominees to the national conventions of both parties. In 
other states, delegates are chosen through caucuses limited to party 
members only. 


In the second stage the two parties respectively hold national conven- 
tions to nominate candidates to run for the presidency and vice presi- 
dency. Generally, candidates who win pledges of votes from more than 
half of the delegates usually get the nominations, while the vice 
presidential candidate is nominated by the president as his running 
mate. 











From September to November, Republican and Democratic candidates will 
campaign for the presidency, with financial support provided by monopoly 
groups to meet the staggering campaigning expenses. In some cases, 
financial support is given to both candidates because whoever is 

elected will assist those who supported him. 


The election of the electors to the Electoral College takes place on 
the first Tuesday after the first Monday in November in the election 
year. Since the number of electors in each state should correspond 

to the number of its congressional representatives, the bigger and more 
populous a state is, the more electors it will have. 


The electors from the states then form the Electoral College to elect 
the president. The inauguration of the new president and vice president 
takes place on 20 January of the following year.

[Text] Why We Went West 


Since coming to the United States, we have often heard that "there 

are several Americas.'"' On hearing this, at first, we were bewildered. 
What it means is due to historical, geographical and human factors, 
the eastern and western parts of the United States are widely differ- 
ent from each other while the southern and the northern parts each 

has its characteristics, let alone the difference between an "affluent 
America" and an "impoverished one." 


Not long ago, we made a i-month tour of California in the west. Set- 
ting off from the capital o* Sacramento, we traveled along the Pacific 
coast from the north to the south, passing through San Francisco to 
Los Angeles, the third largest city in the United States. From what 
we have seen and heard, we really felt that the saying that "there are 
several Americas" is .ot without an element of truth. 


Of the 50 states in the United States, California is one of the largest. 
It has the largest population with over 22 million, accounting for 10 
percent of the population of the whole country. In terms of area, it 
occupies the third position with almost 160,000 square miles. Many of 
the U.S. advanced electronics and aerospace industries are concen- 
trated in this region. Agriculture is also extremely well developed, 
providing most of the 200 million Americans with vegetables and fruit. 
It also takes the lead in providing the country with the largest num- 
ber of qualified personnel such as astronauts, electronics specialists, 
mathematicians and Nobel Prize winners. 


However, only 130 years ago, this area was still a wilderness with a 
total population of about 11,000. Mexicans were the original rulers. 








After independence, the United States expanded westward. After van- 
quishing the Mexican armies, it succeeded in seizing this vast piece 

of land. Just when the peace treaty was about to be signed, gold mines 
were discovered in California, setting off the legendary Gold Rush in 
this region. Like a tidal wave, people streamed into canyors and 
secluded spots, using wooden troughs and earthenware bowls to wash the 
sand for gold. They came not only trom the United States itself but 
also from various continents the world over, including several hundred 
thousand Chinese laborers who came from across the ocean from Guangdong. 
Two years later, the population here increased abruptly by as much as 
nine times. Ten years later, it had even gone up by 30 times. ‘The 
region was daily changing especially since the completion of the trans- 
continental railway. 


"Go West" has been an irresistible trend in the history of the United 
States. In the old days, those who advanced to the west from the east 
cut into the mountains and endured every hardship, thus establishing a 
commendable pioneering spirit for settlers in the days to come. By 


and by when the area was open to railroad se*ice and the west began 

to prosper, ''Go West'"’ gradually meant a roa: to iortume. The capital 
of financial plutocrats in the east gradua'',; shifted westward. Power- 
ful large farms annexed hundreds and thousa:: ©! small farming terri- 


tory. The rising factories and commercial networks monopolized the 
lifeblood of this vast area. All this exerted an inestimable influ- 
ence on the development of capitalism in the United States. 


In recent decades, many Americans still have been enticed by the idea 
of "going west."' However, their purpose of doing so has become more 
and more varied. In the minds of these people, the west, particularly 
California with ‘ts favorable climate and scenic beauty, is an alluring 
paradise, a gold mine where fortunes lie everywhere and a free land 
where people can do whatever they please. The unemployed go looking 
for opportunities; wealthy retired people go seeking ease and comfort 
in their self-purchased seaside villas; and cynics who run into stone 
walls and are foiled everywhere are also willing to go west to break 
anew path. Some people metaphorically say that the United States 
from the east to the west is just like a slope, with people from all 
walks of life rolling westward. Some stop halfway while the discon- 
tented continue westward, hence making the border area of California 
somewhat of a "mixed lot." 


This has rendered California unique and distinctive in comparison with 
other areas. The people's civil rights movement of the 1960's which 
engulfed the country originated here. The 1970's mammoth antiwar 
movement against the invasion of Vietnam was also first started in 

the university campuses of this region. Moreover, it was also the 
base camp of the dispirited "hippies." The "People's Temple," which 
instigated the horrifying mass suicide of nearly a thousand people in 
Guyana a year ago, also has its headquarters in San Francisco. In 





terme of crime, drug addiction, divorce, suicide and other social prob- 
lems, California also tops all other states, 


Hence, when we talked of vieiting California, our American friends 
responded in two very different ways. The excited showed their 
approval, implying that thie ie really a place the Americans are proud 
of. Those who thought otherwise just kept their mouth shut, shrugging 
their shoulders as if they were amazed by our decision which left much 
to be desired.

(Text) A G'impoe of San Francisco 


Our plane took off at 1800 in the evening from Washington. When we 
reached San Francisco, it was already 2330. When we apologized to 
friends who had come in a hurry to meet us at thie late hour, they 
replied: "It ie not late, only 2030." Only then did we realize that 
there is a 3-hour time difference between the eastern and western parts 
of North America. 


San Francisco is in fact a Spanish placename adopted when the area 

was ruled by the Spanish-speaking Mexicans. The Overseas Chinese have 
simply translated it as San Fan Shi. This is also the place where gold 
was firet discovered in the United States. Large numbers of Chinese 
workers were drawn here to work in the mines. They also gave San 
Francisco a Chinese name. This city occupies a geographical position 
similar to that of Shanghai in China. With the Pacific Ocean in 
between, one is in the Bast, the other in the West. These two impor- 
tant coastal cities have already established relations, becoming 
sister cities last year. 


The city proper of San Francisco occupies an area of 72 kilometers 
with a population totaling only 700,000. With three sides surrounded 
by water, it is in fact a peninsula. However, people count the sev- 
eral cities and towns adjacent to the San Francisco Gulf area so that 
San Francisco becomes a metropolitan area of over 2 million people. 
Because the various cities and towns are linked with each other by 
bridges, the latter is a marked characteristic of San Francisco. The 
most famous is the Golden Gate Bridge. Some 1,280 meters long, it was 
constructed in 1936. Spanning across the harbor, the towering and 
magnificent bridge arch has become a symbol of the city. 


"The Western Wall Street" is a phrase people often use to show the 
financial and economic importance of San Francisco in the United States. 
The sphere of influence of bosses of banks and insurance companies in 
skyecrapers in the city center extends far beyond San Francisco and 
even California and the United States. As one of the important sea- 
ports along the Pacific coast, it also exerts a tremendous influence 

on trade in the United States. 








There are two famous universities in San Francisco--Stanford and the 
University of California (Berkeley). Our country's 70 or 80 visiting 
echolare and etudente are here engaged in research and studying 
assiduously. It te also the hometown of the American modern writer 
Jack London. Hise former reeidence in the forests of the countryside 
became a memorial hall for visiting people. 


San Francisco is a hilly city. Some streets have slopes of 30 to 45 
degrees. It takes nerve for drivers to climb up the slopes at full 
speed, for what they can see is mostly sky. It is probably because 
thie ie an earthquake zone (in 1906 there was a disastrous earthquake) 
that most buildings are not high. It has only been in the recent 20 

to 30 years that tens of skyscrapers have been built in the city center. 
Although this is still a young city, the people here like reflecting on 
the past. In a modern and prosperous city like this, the red-coated 
antique and small streetcars with golden flowers are still retained ase 
a means of transportation. Many buildings are still in the Victorian 
style with pyramidal roofs and walle inlaid with colorful decorative 
patterns. 


The whole city stands above 40 small hills. Ascending the highest 
"Twin Peake," we can have a panoramic view of the city. If it is at 
night, the glittering city will be even more fascinating. 


Because of this, San Francisco has become one of the most attractive 
tourist sites in the United States. This is especially so in winter 
for the weather here, which is springlike throughout the year, is 
another great attraction. According to 1978 statistics, there are 
about 3.2 million tourists who spend over approximately $800 million 
in this region annually. Hence, it is understandable that there are 
60 many restaurants here. According to a city handbook, there are a 
total of 2,100 restaurants, offering famous cuisine from 35 different 
countries. Of these, the Chinese account for 200. 


San Francisco is an international city. Like a national fair, the busy 
streets are a dazzling scene with people of different nationalities 

and all kinds of dress walking about. In the "China Town," not only 
are the shop signs and neon light billboards written in Chinese, but 
also the street signs are written in both Chinese and English. Every- 
where there are Chinese newspapers for sale. As though we had gone to 
Guangzhou, all we could hear was Cantonese. In the "Japan Town," many 
buildings are in the Japanese style. In addition to all kinds of 
"Japanese restaurants," there are small parks which feature cherry 
blossoms. Furthermore, there is the “Little Italy" where the Italians 
live in compact communities. The Spanish-speaking Mexicans, also known 
as Chicanos, are by far the largest minority nationality, inhabiting even 
more sectors. Together with the blacks, the Filipinos, the Koreans and 
others of Asian descent, the minority nationalities are no longer the 
minority. However, the whites are still in the majority occupying the 
leading positions in politics. 
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"XINHUA' VIEWS LONDON MEETING OF TRILATERAL COMMISSION

[Text] London, 25 Mar (XINHUA)--The American-West European-Japanese 
trilateral commission ended a three-day conference here today after 
discussing worldwide problems including global security balance, North- 
South relations and the situation in the Middle East. 


Among the 200 participants in the meeting were former U.S. Under- 
Secretary of State George Ball, former Japanese Foreign Minister Kiichi 
Miyazawa, former British Prime Ministers Edward Heath and James 
Callaghan, and Secretary General of the Commonwealth Shridath Ramphal. 


On the problem of global security balance, the meeting discussed East- 
West military competitions, including those "in the nuclear-strategic 
field between the United States and the Soviet Union, in Europe in 
both conventional and non-conventional forces, in east Asia and in 
potential crisis points in the Third World." 


Kiichi Miyazawa pointed ct in his speech that the Afghan event demon- 
strates that the Soviet Union is continuously carrying out an aggressive 
policy to exert political influence in other areas even by taking 
immediate actions. He held that during the whole 1970s, the role played 
by the United States in the political, economic and military fields of 
the world had come down and the strength of Western Europe and Japan had 
been enhanced. He asked the United States to let Western Europe and 
Japan share the rcies which it feels already impossible or improper for 
it to play. 


Director of the Ineernational Institute of Strategic Studies Christoph 
Bertram made a speech assessing the global security balance. He held 
that in the first years of the present decade, the Soviet Union will 
still take advantage in East-West military competitions, but, in the 
second half of the decade, new U.S. strategic programmes--if they are 
implemented--would provide the United States with a strategic advantage 
over the Soviet Union. He pointed out that even if the United States 
were able to take the advantage in the future, she could still not

balance Soviet geographic and infrastructural advantages in the Persian 
Gulf or South Asia. 


The meeting exchanged opinions about how to strengthen the relations 
between the United States, Western Europe and Japan and between the 
developed countries and the Third World, and how to safeguard the 
West's of] supplies in the Persian Gulf, and about the Russian invasion 
of Afghanistan and ite effects on the world. 


The trilateral commission was set up in 1973 in New York by Chase 


Manhattan Bank Chairman David Rockefeller to examine world issues on 
the basie of America, Western Europe and Japan being equal powers. 
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UN MEETING MARKS ANTIDISCRIMINATION DAY

[Text] United Nations, 21 Mar (XINHUA)--The U.N. special committee 
against apartheid met this morning to mark the international day for 
the elimination of racial discrimination and to launch the week of 
solidarity with peoples struggling against racism. 


The week was called for by the U.N. General Assembly last November. 
Today also marked the 20th anniversary of the massacre in Sharpeville, 
South Africa, at which 69 demonstrators against the apartheid system 
were shot and killed and 180 others wounded in 1960. 


The meeting commenced with a minute of silence in honour of the memory 
of the victims of Sharpeville, and of all those who had fallen in the 
struggle for equality and justice in South Africa. 


B. Akporode Clark (Nigeria), chairman of the special committee against 
apartheid, declared at the meeting that "there is no future for South 
Africa unless the 22 mill‘on black Africans are given equal citizen- 
ship and full political participation in the government of their country 
and that they are given a fair and adequate share of the wealth of their 
country through a fundamental, economic and social change." 


U.N. Secretary General Kurt Waldheim said that “there can be no true 
and lasting peace in southern Africa, least of all in South Africa, 

as long as a policy is pursued that excludes the majority of the popu- 
lation from the political life of the country and imprisons or bans 
their most respected and acknowledged leaders." 


Chairmen of the regional groups at the United Nations also spoke at the 
meeting. Sid Ahmed Ould Taya (Mauritania) said on behalf of the Africa 
group that in the years to come, South Africa would become a serious 
threat to international peace and security. The fight in Africa for 
liberty and true independence would continue. 
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Mohammed Samir Masori (Syria), current chairman of the Asian group, 
said that the international community should take urgent actions to 
eliminate apartheid which was a scourge against humanity. He demanded 
freedom for all from racist, colonialist oppression in all parte of the 
world, 


Jorge Azar Gomez (Uruguay) declared that Latin America had always 
supported the just struggle against racial discrimination in all its 
forms, and offered its cooperation and solidarity with all victims of 
this tragedy. 


Representatives of the African National Congress of South Africa (ANC) 
and the Pan-Africanist Congress of Azania (PAC) in their statements 
appealed for political and material support by all states to the 
liberation movements in South Africa.

SHARPEVILLE MASSACRE COMMEMORATED IN AFRICA, ASIA

[Text] Beijing, 21 Mar (XINHUA)--State and organization leaders in 
some African and Asian countries today condemned the apartheid policy 
practised in South Africa and urged the international community to give 
more support to the people's struggle there on the occasion of the 20th 
anniversary of the Sharpeville massacre in South Africa, according tc 
reports received here. 


In a letter to U.N. Secretary-General Kurt Waldheim, President Ahmed 
Sekou Toure of Guinea urged the United Nations to make efforts to 
increase its support to the freedom fighters of South Africa. 


President Mohammad Ziau! Haq of Pakistan reaffirmed in a message his 
"total support to the just struggle of the peoples of South Africa 
and Namibia for self-determination against all forms of racial dis- 
crimination, apartheid and minority (white) rule." He urged the 
international community to apply maximum pressure against the racist 
regime of South Africa. 


President Spyros Kyprianou of Cyprus in a message expressed his 
abhorrence at the inhuman racial policies which are still being pursued 
in South Africa and reiterated his dedication to the principle of 
majority rule and dignity of every human being. 


In a statement, Kenyan Foreign Minister Robert Ouko expressed Kenya's 
full solidarity with the oppressed people of South Africa and their 
liberation movements. The statement condemmed the crimes of murdering 
black people by the South African authorities. 


In his address at a ceremony held in Cairo on March 19 in commemoration 
of the Sharpeville incident, Egyptian Minister of State for Foreign 
Affairs Butrus Ghali said that the Africans and the Palestinians should 
live a free life on their land and enjoy all rights. Egypt would not 
spare any effort in fighting for this goal, Ghali added. 
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A statement issued by the Iraqi Foreign Ministry yesterday said that 
Iraq stressed ite boycott againet all regimes practising any form of 
racial discrimination, whether economic, political or military. The 
statement stressed that Iraq considers racial discrimination and 
segregation as crimes against humanity and a flagrant violation of 
human rights and international law. 


The Organization of African Unity in a statement yesterday reaffirmed 
its dedication to the struggle against the apartheid system and voiced 
full support for the oppressed masses in South Africa. The statement 
also urged the world community to take measures against the Pretoria 
regime. 


The secretary general of the Organizativa of African Trade Union Unity 
(VATUU), J. D. Akumu, declared yesterday at a press conference that the 
OATUU with ite affiliated national trade union centres throughout Africa 
will hold a week of solidarity action beginning March 21 against the 
policy of apartheid in commemoration of the Sharpeville incident. 


He said that OATUU will continue to give active moral and material sup- 
port to the liberation movements in South Africa and Namibia. 


The Sharpeville massacre occurred on March 21, 1960 when the South 


African racist authorities suppressed a demonstration held by black 
Africans to protest against the "pass law."

'XINHUA': SOVIET OFFENSIVE FAILS TO STIFLE AFGHAN RESISTANCE

[Text] Beijing, 21 Mar (XINHUA)--Some of the most appalling war crimes 
on record are being repeated by the Soviet invaders in Afghanistan in 
their effort to stamp out the stout and effective resistance of Moslem 
guerrillas, according to reports received here. 


Concentrated in the strategic city of Jalalabad, roughly midway between 
Kabul and the Pakistani border, Soviet troops have fanned out in a two- 
pronged offensive against the guerrilla strongholds on both sides of the 
trunk road from Kabul to the Khyber Pass--from Kunar Province to the 
north to Nangarhar Province in the south. They have stopped short of no 
brutality in subduing the widespread resistance--strafing by helicopter 
gunships, napalm and poison gas assaults and wholesale executions of 
civilians including women and children. 


The U.S. news magazine TIME reports in its current issue that "chemical 
warfare is playing an important role in Moscow's effort to subdue 
Afghanistan, according tc both refugees and Western intelligence agents. 
One weapon is an 18-inch-long cylinder that emits a paralyzing gas as it 
hits the ground. If it is inhaled at a distance of 100 yards, the gas 
immobilizes its victims and leads to uncontrollable retching. At close 
range, it attacks the central nervous system and causes death. 


"Even more feared by the Afghans is a napalm-like substance fashioned 
into tiny, marble-sized balls that is spewed from helicopter rocket pods. 
The sticky little balls cling to everything from beards and headdresses 
to animals and buildings. Unsuspecting children often pick them up, 
until they learn that the balls are impossible to fling off. They 
apparently ignite from exposure to the atmosphere and within minutes 
burst into flames." 


"Kill all, destroy all, burn all" is the criterion followed by the Soviet 
troops in dealing with the local population. 
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A reporter from the London paper THE TIMES (March 17) quoted a young 
Afghan shepherd who had just fled from his village of Hilalzai in Kunar 
Province to a refugee camp in Pakistan, as saying: "The Russians in 
their tanks came down the road leading into our village. They entered 
firing all their big guns, with the well-constructed houses their first 
targets. They roamed around, destroying everything and then went off 
to the next village." 


Those villagers who had fortunately managed to run to the hills before 
the Soviet tank attack started, came back in the evening to find "many 
villagers dead, and all our crops, even the trees, were burnt, so we 

had no food or shelter and we decided we must flee," said the shepherd. 


Under the crushing pressure of Soviet modern weapons and shocking 
brutality, the guerrillas managed to survive the Russian search-and- 
destroy operations by withdrawing to mountain caves. Finding the dark- 
ness of night their good ally, they came down in the night to harass or 
dislodge the enemy or disrupt its lines of communication. 


An invaluable help to the Afghan tndependence fighters is the defection 
of Afghan Government troops who usually bring modern Soviet arms and 
ammunition. One of the latest instances was reported by the Afghan 
resistance group, Hezbi Islami. An Afghan army unit of 120 men in all, 
recently came over to the resistance in the Kunar river valley, a major 
scene of the Soviet tank-and-helicopter offensive. The Hezbi Islami 
claim that some 50 Soviet soldiers were killed in the fighting in the 
valley on March 17 and 18 alone. 


Another form of resistance which has proven quite effective is the 
general strike or civil disobedience movement in Soviet-occupied cities. 
Beginning in the key provincial towns of Herat, Kandahar and Jalalabad, 
the resisters stirred the world with their bravery in the capital of 
Kabul late last month. The week-long strike by shopkeepers and civil 
servants, night roof-top chanting and heroic street clashes with Soviet 
garrison troops are an ode to the Afghan people's passionate love of 
independence, their patriotism, and fearlessness.

UK'S CARRINGTON DISCUSSES USSR 'DETENTE' ATTITUDE

[Text] London, 24 Mar (XINHUA)--British Foreign Secretary Lord 
Carrington said today that recent Soviet actions have made real relaxa- 
tion of tensions between power blocs much more difficult. 


In an interview with a London TIMES correspondent, he said, "It is very 
difficult, after Afghanistan and Sakharov, to see how progress can be 
made unless the Soviet Union makes a real effort to remedy what they 
have done, to put it right." 


He said, "I think that detente to the Soviet Union meant something quite 
different from what it meant for us. To them it meant to leave things 
as they are in Europe, but to go ahead and do what they like with the 
rest of the world: What I have I hold, but what is in the Third World 
is up for gras." 


On Europe, he pointed out that one of the most encouraging things last 
year was "the increasing «nd closer political cooperation" in Europe. 


Answering a question about Europe and America, Lord Carrington stressed 

that "it is absolutely vital that there should be adequate European- x 
American consultation, because Europe cannot overlook the defence % 
aspect of this relationship." 


Dealing with the situation in the Middle East, he said, "I think there 
is a very important job for Europe in creating opportunities of peace, 
and it is very valuable that the views of Europe about the Middle East 
have got much closer together in this last year." 


Lord Carrington further emphasized, “I think we should have a great deal 


of contacts with the Eastern European countries, because contact with 
Eastern Europe is an admirable thing."

NEED TO CONTINUE TO WAGE ‘ARDUOUS STRUGGLE' STRESSED

[Text] When the strategic decision on shifting the emphasis of the entire 
party's work was made at the Third Plenary Session of the llth Party Cen- 
tral Committee, calling on the people of the whole country to work with 
one mind in a concentrated endeavor for the cause of the four moderniza- 
tions, it was wholeheartedly supported and warmly received by the broad 
masses of our cadres and people. But later, some comrades could not quite 
understand it when the party and state emphasized the need to continue pro- 
moting the pioneering spirit of arduous struggle for realizing the four 
modernizations, and they sighed pessimistically: "There is just no end to 
such arduous struggle, and no point to such living!" Such an idea should 
really demand our close attention. 


Now that China, a socialist state with the beginnings of prosperity, is ad- 
vancing further toward the realization of the four modernizations, whether 

it should continue to take the path of arduous pioneering work or not has 
something to do with the success or failure of ite drive for the four modern- 
izations as well as with the important issue of China's future and destiny. 
And this has to be resolved through a clear understanding of the situation. 
At this point, we need first to have a correct understanding of China's cur- 
rent economic conditions as well as its base for advancing towards the four 
modernizations. 


Over the past 30 years since the founding of the state, the Chinese people 
have gone through a most arduous struggle and China has experienced an 
earth-shaking change. Upon the land formerly inhabited by the so-called 
"Sick Men of East Asia," the Chinese people have established their relative- 
ly complete systems of both industry and national economy, considerably de- 
veloped their science and technology and attained an obvious improvement in 
their standard of living. None of this can ever be denied by anyone. Chi- 
na's economic conditions now are definitely much better than those of old 
China. It is precisely because we already have such a material base that 

we dare to put forward the magnificent goal of achieving the four moderniza- 
tions by the end of this century and now have full confidence that we will 
accomplish this goal. We must honestly admit, however, that compared with 
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some economically advanced countries, we are etill a rather backward nation 
of poverty in terme of economy and technology. Even though in total output 
of grain and certain industrial products China is now among the world's 
leading countries, being a large nation with a hugh population of over 900 
million people we have nothing whatsoever to be proud of when it gete down 
to average supply per capita. Ae we all know, some advanced capitalist 
countries in today's world have a history of well-developed industry rang- 
ing from over 100 years to 200 or 300 years. In the past 30 years since 
our China was built, we have not for a long time been able to shift the 
focus of our work to the sphere of economic construction for various rea- 
sons. One particular factor was the 10-year rampage of Lin Biao and the 
“gang of four," which even brought our national economy to the brink of 
bankruptcy; if ic had not been for that, we could have made many more a- 
chievements in economic construction. So, our construction of the four 
modernizations is actually based on a rather low starting point. 


How can China basically lift iteelf from the backward state of “poverty and 
blankness?" And how can we narrow such a wide economic and technological 
gap with those industrially advanced countries in the world in the last 20 
years of this century? We certainly have no alternative but to faithfully 
persist in the pioneering spirit of arduous struggle. China is a socialist 
state, and by no means should we "make a fortune" by invading or looting 
other countries. Besides, being a large nation with a hugh population, 
China cannot expect to realize the four modernizations by relying chiefly 
on aid from others. In fact, no nation has ever become prosperous and 
strong without a period of arduous struggle. Even in America, the most 
economically advanced nation in the world today, how much blood and sweat 
were shed by its laboring people when it was first built and also during 
its pioneer period! As described by an American writer, below each rail- 
road tie in America there lies the body of an Irish laborer. Countries 
such as West Germany and Japan were completely in ruins after World War II 
until their people finally established a base for a booming economy through 
essentially frugal living and extremely tense and arduous tasks. 


ow that many countries in the world have become modernized, they are richer 
than China, and on average, their people have a truly much higher living 
standard than ours. This is objective reality. What should we do, facing 
such a wide gap? It is useless to take a passive attitude or a gloomy view 
or just to sigh in despair. If you desire to “enjoy the cool" in the shade 
but do not want to “plant the tree" that will provide that shade, and if 
you only know to admire the modern way of living abroad but do nothing to 
catch up with others, you will then be further deprived of the dignity and 
noble aspirations of a Chinese. As our forefathers used to say: "It is 
better to go back and make a net than to stand by the pond and long for 
fish." In order that our country will become prosperous and strong and 

our people will lead a good life, we ourselves must rise with great vigor 
and do arduous pioneering work. 


To take the path of arduous pioneering work is to uphold the guiding prin- 
ciples of self-reliance and national construction through hard work and 
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thrift, and to develop our national economy with grvater, faster, better, 
and more economical results. Erecting a "mansion" of four modernizations 
on our present foundation ie a more formidable and complicated task than 
all the revolutions in which we have thue far participated. At no rate can 
we expect to accomplish the four modernizations with ease and comfort. Now 
that international conditions are more to our advantage, it is very impor- 
tant to make good use of foreign capital to import the necessary advanced 
equipment, science and technology, which, nevertheless, cannot take the 
place of our own efforts to build the country with industry and frugality. 
China ie very poor to start with, yet for a long time some people have main-~ 
tained the attitude of "the spoiled son of a rich family" in extravagantly 
promoting production and construction, disregarding efficiency and practi- 
cal economic effects; this has resulted in a horrifying waste of manpower, 
material and financial resources. This indeed is a very serious problem. 
Because of disorderly management, many enterprises have swallowed up hugh 
amounts of valuable national resources in producing useless things entail- 
ing long-term losses; consequently, they have to rely on state subsidies 

to get by. And in some units under irresponsible leadership, innumerable 
goods and materials have been overstocked, lost, ruined, or have mildewed 
and deteriorated. Regarding national construction as a trifling matter, 
while doing things contrary to plans and issuing confused orders, some lead- 
ing cadres have often wasted millions of yuan. Going in for extravagance 
and waste as their favorite hobby, some leading cadres take pride in gen- 
erously using public funds to display splendor and wealth by giving dinners, 
send.ng gifts, and indulging in excessive eating and drinking, and by un- 
scrupulously consuming hugh sums of money to build large halls and hostels. 
If this situation cannot be thoroughly amended, by what year can we ever 
expect to accomplish the four modernizations? Therefore, in the course of 
economic construction, we should never grow lax for a moment in completely 
keeping to the policy of self-reliance in building the country with indus- 
try and frugality, which remains our long-term arduous task. The movement 
of increasing production and practicing economy being developed in depth 

is intended to be the basic method for mobilizing millions of people to 
carry through this guiding principle. To resolutely eliminate all evil 
trends of extravagance and waste, we will take a further step to straighten 
out the existing enterprises through the movement of increasing production 
and practicing economy, thus greatly improving our levels of production, 
technology, and management. 


Besides, while taking the path of arduous pioneering work, we must correctly 
coordinate the relations between production and livelihood as well as those 
between accumulation and consumption. Of course, we must firmly reject 
that sort of "socialism" for general poverty as advocated by Lin Biao and 
the "gang of four." The ultimate purpose of the cause of our production 

in realizing the four modernizations is to enable the entire people to lead 
a good, happy life. However, our fate of enduring more hardships has been 
determined by the actual conditions of our hugh population and poor founda- 
tion. Even when our economy is well developed in the future, we will not 
seek the capitalist-oriented "consumers" society: and “welfare state." 

Our party's consistent policy is to gradually improve the people's liveli- 
hood on the basis of the development of production. If we lay stress only 
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on production, in total neglect of the people's living, production cannot 
possibly be developed on a continuing basis. Besides, it is absolutely 
impossible to improve the people's standard of living in case of develop- 
ment without continuing production. Quite a few problems of people's liv- 
ing have accumulated as a result of the many years of damage by Lin Biao 
and the “gang of four," and the average income of the broad masses of work- 
ers and government employees remains low. This is the actual condition. 
Then, how can this situation be thoroughly changed? The only way is to en- 
dure more difficulties and hardships with dogged will so as to more speed- 
ily advance toward the four modernizations. Thus we must always put econ- 
omic construction in firet place, and we should never pursue modernized 
life through development without production. China must maintain a rea- 
sonably high ‘evel of accumulation to insure continued development of pro- 
duction. This is to say that, despite the low level of national income, 
the Chinese people should still live frugally, and the government should 
allot a portion of the state funds annually to be used for national con- 
struction. Without a fixed accumulation, where in the world can we find 
the necessary funde to accomplish modernization? For example, according to 
last year's national economic plan of China, the total annual funds for 
basic construction amounted to 36 billion -uan; with a national population 
of over 900 million people, if we only go in for consumption rather than 
accumulation, and if everyone eats only one additional small dish that is 
worth 10 yuan, the entire annual budget will be almost exhausted. If we 
really do this, aren't we just “eating away our whole fortune by simply sit- 
ting idly at home?" What kind of chance would we have then for the four 
modernizations? Therefore, demands for increased wages and fringe benefits 
should not be too high or too rapid to be accommodated by the level of our 
production development. Profit reserve funds of enterprises should not be 
squandered in an unlimited way to increase bonuses, or even to issue exces- 
sive money awards at random; more of this reserve capital should be utilized 
to expand production. Within the next several decades, we still have to 
maintain and promote our wo~king class’ fine tradition of hard work and 
plain living, and to exert more energy for increased production toward the 
success of the four modernizations. In this respect, our leading cadres 
should first set a good example by opposing privileges and by insisting on 
sharing joys and sorrows with the masses. Meanwhile, they should be truly 
concerned about the livelihood of the masses, and make sure that the state 
funds earmarked for improving the people's living are spent in the most need- 
ed areas, thus truly doing a few more good things for the masses. Indiffer- 
ence toward the well-being of the masses should never be allowed under the 
persistent demand for arduous struggle. 


The revolutionary spirit of plain living and arduous struggle is an essen- 
tial aspect of the proletarian world outlook; it should also be viewed as 

a national spirit. With such a spirit, one can maintain one's vigorous mor- 
ale, thus striving conscientiously to make a greater contribution to the 
people. By vigorously promoting this spirit, the nation will definitely be 
able to foster healthy social trends engendering strong vitality and in- 
creased prosperity, thereby overcoming all the difficulties and obstacles 
along the road. This spirit is exactly what we need for the cause of the 
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four modernizations. When our country becomes rich and strong through sev- 
eral decades of endeavor, the well-being of the people will of course be 
fundamentally improved, but even then thie revolutionary spirit of plain 
living and hard struggle should be preserved and continued. We all long 
for a good life, but at no time will we ever pursue that bourgeois way of 
living imbued with debauchery, decay and extravagance.

'RENMIN RIBAO' ON NECESSITY OF CAPITAL PUNISHMENT

[Text] Beijing, 25 Feb (XINHUA)--A PEOPLE'S DAILY article today says 
that capital punishment is necessary in China, but the courts are very 
cautious in passing and executing death sentences. 


Signed by Chen Yiyun and Kong Qingyun, teachers of the department of law 
of the People's University here, the article says: “If we do not execute 
offenders who have committed most heinous crimes, other criminal offend- 
ers will become still more unbridled in carrying out acts of violence. 

In that case, more innocent people will be victims of physical assault 

or even murder, the country's unity and stability will be sabotaged and 
there will be no effective guarantee for its modernization effort." 


While in favour of capital punishment, the article points out that the 
country's criminal code stresses the necessity of executing as few people 
as possible. It quotes the code as saying: “The death penalty shall be 
imposed only on offenders who have committed the most heinous crimes." 
"This is the consistent policy of our Communist Party and state," the 
article emphasizes. 


According to the criminal code, the article continues, an offender may 
be sentenced to death with a two-year reprieve if immediate execution is 
not absolutely necessary. The article recalls that at the end of the 
two-year reprieve, most convicts have had the death penalty reduced to 
imprisonment for having shown sufficient repentance while doing forced 
labour in prison camps. 


The criminal code also stipulates that the death penalty shall not be 
imposed on any person who has not reached the age of 18 at the time 
when he or she committed the offence, nor on a woman found to be preg- 
nant during trial. 


Where the convict to be executed is a pregnant woman, the law of criminal 
procedure stipulates that the execution shall be postponed and a report 
shall be immediately submitted to the Supreme People's Court for a ruling. 
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This and other stipulations "are applied under the policy of executing 
as few people as possible and embody the spirit of revolutionary humani- 
tarianiem,” the article says. 


Death sentences must be examined and approved by the Supreme People's 
Court, and death sentences with a two-year reprieve by the higher 
people's court. In order to prevent people from being executed for 
wrong charges, execution must be postponed even when a convict is about 
to be executed if a possible error is found in the judgement in his or 
her case. "It doesn't matter much if execution of the convict is 
suspended for one or two weeks," the article says. "But once the con- 
victed is executed, the mistake resulting from the previous wrong judge- 
ment can never be corrected," the article says.

HONG KONG MAGAZINE ON CCP EFFORTS TO REBUILD ITS PRESTIGE

[Text] One important item in the agenda of the fifth plenum of the 
CCP Central Committee was the amendment of the draft party constitu- 
tion and the setting of stricter demands on the requirements of party 
members aimed at improving the quality of the party. 


This is an important step that the Chinese Communist Party is taking 
to rebuild its prestige in leadership. 


The rebuilding of the party's prestige in leadership did not start at 
the fifth plenum of the party Central Committee. After the "gang of 
four" were removed, the Chinese Communist Party began to pay attention 
to this task, which has been specifically put on the agenda this year. 


The second session of the Central Committee's Commission for Inspecting 
Discipline convened on 7 January put forward the focus of the commis- 
sion's work. The focus is to grasp the party's work style and dis- 
cipline, and to insure the implementation of the party's line. The 
"Guiding Principles for Inner-Party Political Life" and the "Rules 
Concerning the Livelihood and Remuneration of Cadres at Higher Levels" 
were also drafted during that session. 


Early this year HONGQI published articles calling for a reversal of the 
verdict on Liu Shaoqi's theory of building the party. These articles 
stressed the organizational discipline and self-cultivation of com- 
munists. 


Early in February the Chinese press published "The Standards of Com- 
munists" written by Chen Yun in 1939. The editorial note said: "This 
article by Comrade Chen Yun was very well written. Even today it is 
very beneficial and very instructive." 
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Before the Spring Festival, the departments under the party Central 
Committee convened meetings which emphasized the important task of 
achieving a healthy organizational life in the whole party and re- 
educating party members. This was something of unusual significance. 


The Rebuilding of the Party Is Extremely Urgent 


The above are examples of the Chinese Communist Party's efforts to 
rebuild its own prestige in \cadership. This task is an extremely 
urgent one. 


We use the term "rebuild" because the party's prestige and leadership 
ability have gradually been eroded since 1957. In the eyes of the 
masses, the Chinese Communist Party of today is substantially different 
from the past, when millions of people would come to its support every 
time it issued a rousing call. 


When the communists were fighting the Kuomintang for political power, 
they were the first to bear hardships and the last to enjoy comforts. 
They were ready to sacrifice their interests for those of the people. 
At that time the relationship between the communists and the people was 
very intimate. Since the work style of the Kuomintang was corrupt, the 
people naturally treated the communists like their relatives and 
regarded the communists as their hope. 


During the early period after the founding of the People's Republic, 
the Kuomintang spread rumors against the communists and the people in 
the liberated areas did not understand the Communist Party. However, 
when they saw the plain work style of the communist cadres they 
trusted and supported the Communist Party. 


However, because the Communist Party had become the party in power, 
its relationship with the people became that between the rulers and 
the ruled. The power enjoyed by party members and the cadres could be 
turned into material benefits. Therefore the work styles of claiming 
credit for oneself, becoming arrogant and divorcing oneself from the 
masses began to appear in the Communist Party. Corruption also occur- 
red. Nevertheless, at that time the organizational life inside the 
party was strict, the democratic life was normal and unhealthy trends 
as well as evil practices were suppressed. Therefore the party's work 
style was relatively good then. Thus, with the support of the people 
it managed to tide over the 3-year period of hardships. 


The Scum of Society Sneaked Into the "Vanguard" 


During the Great Cultural Revolution the party committees were kicked 
aside and right and wrong was confused. Within the Communist Party 

no one dared talk about self-cultivation and discipline was slackened. 
Examination and investigation were not necessary for admission into the 
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party and a word from a senior officer or a brief informal note was 
sufficient. Vast numbers of worthless persons in society suddenly 
became "the vanguard of the proletariat." The Communist Party's 
mistakes brought about a catastrophe for the people and the party 
iteelf was also completely devastated in this catastrophe. The people 
became suspicious of the Communist Party and this was the so-called 
"crisis of confidence." 


Although the "gang of four" has been crushed the confidence of the 
people in the Chinese Communist Party has not been completely restored 
mainly due to the following reasons. 


First, althcugh the factional system of Lin Biao and the "gang of four" 
has been basically smashed, their remnants have not yet been mopped up. 
Some people closely related to Lin Biao and the "gang of four" are 
still in leading posts. Therefore the masses cannot put their hearts 
at ease and this affects their confidence in the party. 


[HK261301] Second, the baneful influence of the ultraleftists is still 
rampant. The incident of the destruction of melons in Hebei, the inci- 
dents connected with the "eulogists of virtues and achievements" as well 
as the numerous incidents of attacks on and retaliations against those 
who criticize all harm the prestige of the Communist Party. 


Third, the party has grave weaknesses. There are still numerous evil 
practices like staying in the same old groove, working sluggishly, 
giving blind directions, promoting bureaucracy, enjoying special 
privileges and so on. These fill people with chilling fear and worry. 


The Quality of the Party Members Is Incompatible With the Leadership 
of the Four Modernizations 


Such quality and leadership of the party are greatly incompatible with 
the requirements of realizing the four modernizations. Therefore Deng 
Xiaoping stressed the need to "uphold and improve party leadership" in 
his report on "The Current Situations and Tasks" written on 16 January. 


The prerequisite for upholding party leadership is to improve party 
leadership. It appears that the Chinese Communist Party is improving 
its leadership mainly in the following ways: improving the quality of 
party members, making party discipline stricter and improving demo- 
cratic centralism and organizational life within the party. 


The congress of the departments under the party Central Committee 
decided that the reeducation of party members, cadres and the whole 
working staff, and in particular the education and training of middle- 
aged and young cadres, must be grasped as a strategic task of the new 
era. New party members must be given additional education on what is 
the Communist Party and how to be a communist. This will enable them 
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to acquire a communist world outlook and will effectively solve the 
problem of how to bring their own thought into line with the ideology 
of the party. 


Half of the CCP's 38 million members joined the party at the battle- 
front during the Cultural Revolution. During those years when virtue 
and vice were confused, whether one was considered a revolutionary or 
not depended on whether one was struggling fiercely against the capi- 
talist roaders. Those who told the truth were persecuted while liars 
were promoted quickly. It does not mean that all those who joined the 
party during the Cultural Revolution were scoundrels. But because 
education within the party was slackened, the party members knew too 
little about the goals they were struggling for, cared little about 
their duties and obligations and never paid attention to self- 
cultivation. Thus how could the quality of the party members be 
guaranteed? The quality of new party members is questionable, and 

even those old party members who were originally up to standard are now 
not up to standard after having relaxed the demands on themselves for 
over a decade. 

For these reasons the Chinese Communist Party has republished Chen Yun's 
works which explained the standards of being a communist in these six 
areas: "Struggling throughout life for the sake of communism," "putting 
the interests of the revolution above everything else," "observing 
party discipline and strictly keeping party secrets," "carrying out 
resolutions indomitably," "acting as a model for the masses" and 
"studying." 


For these reasons the Chinese Communist Party will amend the party 
constitution at the 12th party congress and stipulate the qualifica- 
tions of party members in strict terms. 


Reinforce the Party's Organizational Life 


To improve the quality of party members the education of party members 
must be strengthened, the lack of control and supervision within the 
party which existed in the past must not be allowed to continue and 
there must be a closely knit organizational life. Even in certain 
leading organs of the party the organizational life is still dis- 
organized. The RENMIN RIBAO 16 January commentator's article said: 
“At present, the party branches of a number of offices are busy with 
routine administrative specific work and do not pay close attention to 
building the party, conscientiously organizing party members to parti- 
cipate in organized life, or in supervising and educating cadres. In 
particular, leading cadres who are party members have not genuinely 
provided assurance and supervision. A number of party life associations 
have been organized, but they are organizations in name only. They 
study reference materials and make insignificant comments and have not 
yet solved any problems. A number of leading cadres who are party 
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members have not enrolled in party branches or groups leading cadres 
have not been put in any branch or group and have not lived for a long 
time, and have not taken part in organized party life." The gravity 
of the situation can thus be imagined. 


In view of this situation, the Chinese Communist Party has taken 
measures to restore and formulate a strict system of organizational 
life. Recently it has formulated the "Rules Concerning the Livelihood 
and Remuneration of Cadres at Higher Levels" and the "Guiding Prin- 
ciples for Inner-Party Political Life." These rules and regulations 
will be promulgated after the fifth plenum of the party Central Com- 
mittee. In addition, the party committees of the departments under 
the party Central Committee and the state organs will also be restored. 
Those documents stress that no matter what post a party member fills, 
he must participate in the party's organizational life, observe the 
requisite obligations and discipline, and consciously accept the 
supervision of the masses both inside and outside the party. 


[HK261338] To improve the quality of the party members, their profes- 
sional, scientific and technical standar‘is must also be raised, in 
addition to the aspects discussed above. It appears that the Chinese 
Communist Party has realized that one urgent and important problem in 
improving party leadership is to have expert party organizations at all 
levels as well as party members who are experts. In that era of 
"taking class struggle as the key link" party members and cadres who 
were "uneducated chaps" and nonprofessionals could occupy high posi- 
tions by virtue of empty talk. Now that the work focus has been 
changed to economic construction this will no longer work. If the 
party is not competent in economics, science and technology, how can 
its leadership be upheld? 


Another major undertaking in the bid of the Chinese Communist Party to 
improve its leadership is to reaffirm party discipline. 


The Party's Organizational Discipline Is Being Reaffirmed 


The Central Commission for Inspecting Discipline emphasized in its 
recent meeting that the party's discipline inspection will not be con- 
fined to the inspection of those working and living styles which 
involve bureaucracy and the pursuit of special privileges. Special 
attention will also be paid to the double-dealing practices of the 
obstinate pursuit of factionalism, anarchist practices as well as 
feigning compliance with the party's line, guiding principles and 
policies. 


The lax discipline within the party is also serious. The Chinese 
press said: "There are still certain party members and cadres whose 
ideology is one of extreme individualism. They only care about their 
own interests and those of small groups of people, without regard to 
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those of the people and the state. Whether or not they carry out the 
party's line, guiding principles and policies ie a matter of their 

own preference. They think ‘they are the highest authority in the 
world’ and just do what they like. Despite the repeated orders of the 
party Central Committee to stop seeking special privileges, there are 
atill certain party members who insist on not listening and continuing 
to exploit their position and power to gain private profite and prac- 
tice favoritiem. They are greatly divorced from the masses. The party 
Central Committee has repeatedly prohibited the use of public funde for 
banquets, gifte, lavish eating and drinking or the building of halls, 
office buildings and residences. Waste and extravagance are pro- 
hibited. However such practices have not yet been brought to a com- 
plete halt. Some leading party cadres even scorn party discipline and 
eatate law, publicly attacking and retaliating against the masses. Some 
party members and cadres have not turned up for work for long periods 
of time without any excuse. Some emphasize individual interests and 
publicly refuse to be transferred by their organizations.... Some are 
etill engaged in factionalism. A few party members and cadres go so 
far as to suspect and boycott the line set forth in the third plenum 

of the llth Central Committee, and uphold what Lin Biao and the ‘gang 
of four' set up.” 


The Chinese Communist Party has shown a firm attitude and it will reso- 
lutely reverse this situation. The 28 January RENMIN RIBAO editorial 
entitled "Strengthen Party Discipline and Improve the Party Style To 
Insure the Development of the Four Modernizations" said: "We need to 
reaffirm and strengthen party discipline. The fundamental principle of 
our party's discipline is: ‘The individual is subordinate to the 
organization, the minority is subordinate to the majority, the lower 
level is subordinate to the higher level and the entire membership is 
subordinate to the Central Committee.’ Of these four rules, the most 
important is the entire membership is subordinate to the Central Com- 
mittee." And it said: “Our party permite a member to express differ- 
ent opinions to the party organizations all the way up to the Central 
Committee. However, in the implementation of the party's line, prin- 
ciples and policies, it is absolutely impermissible for anyone to do 
whatever he thinks is right. No one is permitted to act in this way, 
whatever the party organization and whoever the party member, regard- 
less of the length of his career or high position... We must not lower 
our vigilance against those people who continue to engage in factional- 
ism or anarchy and who use double-dealing tactics against the party. 

We must resolutely take stern measures against these people in 
accordance with party discipline, and we must never be softhearted. 
Measures should be taken where they are called for." 


The 21 February RENMIN RIBAO commentator's article entitled "Develop 
Political Stability and Unity" said in a more severe tone: "We must 
sternly deal with those who still refuse to mend their ways, ideologi- 
cally cling to that way advocated by Lin Biao and the ‘gang of four,' 
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and simply reaiet the implementation of the guidelines and policies 
laid down by the third plenum of the llth CCP Central Committee. We 
must not abet evil by tolerating it." 


Emperors, reformistse, warlords and the Kuomintang have performed on 
China's political stage, but history has definitely proved that only 
the Communist Party can guide China onto a road of rapid development. 
But the quality and leadership ability of the middle and lower levels 
of the Chinese Communist Party definitely fail to make people optimis- 
tic. People are happy to learn about the measures taken by the 
Chinese Communist Party to improve ite leadership. It is hoped that 
it can firmly and powerfully lead the 1 billion people to achieve the 
four modernizations, bringing a good future to the Chinese nation.

[Text] From the end of last year to the beginning of this year, there 
have been a series of personnel changes in the high levels in the com- 
munist army. This is the first time that such significant transfers 
have taken place in more than 10 years. It even surpasses the big 
transfer in the eight major military regions which surprised everybody 
at the end of 1973. It will have a great impact on the military 
history of Communist China. 


Transfer of Personnel in Five Sections 
The transfer this time basically involves five sections: 


/l. Transfer of personnel in the Military Commission of the CCP 
Central Committee:/ Chen Xilian was dismissed from the post of member 
of the Standing Committee of the Military Commission. Yang Dezhi 
(formerly commander of the Kunming PLA units), Yang Yong (deputy chief 
of general staff), Xu Shiyou (formerly commander of the Guangzhou PLA 
units), Wang Ping (formerly political commissar of the General Logistic 
Department), Han Xianchu (formerly commander of the Lanzhou PLA unit) 
were appointed members of the Standing Committee of the Military Com- 
mission. The Military Commission of the CCP Central Committee is the 
highest commanding organization of the army. The chairmanship was 
concurrently taken up by Hua Guofeng, chairman of the CCP Central Com- 
mittee of Communist China. The vice chairmen are Ye Jiangying, Deng 
Xicoping, Xu Xiangqian, Nei Rongzhen and Liu Bocheng. Before the 
addition, the standing members included Wang Zhen, Su Xu and Chen 
Xilian. Geng Biao is secretary of the Military Commission. 


/2. Change of personnel in the various headquarters of the People's 
Liberation Army:/ Deng Xiaoping relinquished his post as the chief of 
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general etaff. The vacancy was taken up by Yang Dezhi. Zhang Zhen 
(formerly director of the General Logistic Department) and Liu Huaqing 
(formerly deputy chief of staff of the navy) were traneferred to the 
poste of deputy chief of general staff. Hong Xuezhi (formerly head of 
the Office of National Defense Industries) was transferred to the post 
of director of the General Logistic Department. The general staff 
headquarters, General Logistic Department and General Political Depart~- 
ment are the executive organs of the Military Commission of the CCP 
Central Committee. The position of the general staff headquarters is 
the most important of all and it is in command of the departments of 
military operations, military training, intelligence, inetallations, 
Organization, survey, communication, garrisons, colleges and schools. 
The General Logistic Department is in charge of the departments of 
military supplies, war industry, finance, management of barracks and 
vehicles, transportation, sanitation and armaments. The General Polit- 
ical Department is responsible for political ideology within the army. 
The director of the General Political Department at present is Wei 
Guoqing. 


/3. Transfer of personnel in the Department of National Defense: / 
Yang Dezhi and Xiao Ke (head of the military academy) took up the 
posts of vice ministers of national defense. The minister of national 
defense at present is Xu Xiangxian. Before the addition, there were 
three vice ministers of national defense: Su Yu, Xiao Jingguang, and 
Xu Shiyou. 


/4. Transfer of personnel within the branches of service:/ Ye Fei 
(formerly the first political commissar in the navy) was transferred 
to the post of commander of the navy. 


/5. Transfer of personnel in the major military regions:/ Qin Jiwei 
(formerly first political commissar in the Beijing PLA units) had 
succeeded Chen Xilian as the commander of the Beijing PLA units. You 
Taizhong (formerly deputy commander of the Beijing PLA units) succeeded 
Wu Kehua as the commander of the Chengdu PLA units; Xiao Quanfu (formerly 
deputy commander of the Shenyang PLA units) succeeded Wu Kehua as com- 
mander of the Urumqi PLA units; Zhang Zhixiu (formerly deputy commander 
of the Kunming PLA units) succeeded Yang Dezhi as commander of the 
Kunming PLA units; Zhang Caiqian (formerly deputy chief of general staff) 
succeeded Wang Bicheng as commander of the Wuhan PLA units. Wu Kehua 
(formerly commander of the Urumqi PLA units) succeeded Xu Shiyou as 
commander of the Guangzhou PLA units; Rao Shoukun (formerly commander 

of the North Sea Fleet) succeeded Zeng Siyu as commander of the Jinan 
PLA units; Du Yide (formerly political commissar of the navy) succeeded 
Han Xianchu as the commander of the Lanzhou PLA units. There was a 
transfer of eight commanders in the 41 major military regions. There 

was no change in the Shenyang PLA units (Li Desheng), Fuzhou PLA units 
(Yang Chengwu) and Nanjing PLA units (Nie Fengzhi). 
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In addition to the commanders of the major military regions, there was 
aleo a fairly major transfer of cadres at various levels in the armies, 
divisions and regimente under the jurisdiction of the military regione. 


Review of "Curtailing the Vassale" in 1973 


What was the purpose of the transfer of personnel at that time? Before 
investigating this question, we might as well take a look at the trans- 
fer of the commanders in the eight major military regions at the end of 
1973. It was during the volatile post-Cultural Revolution period when 
the whole country was in a state of serious chaos. The troops stationed 
in the various areas received the orders of “three supports and two 
militaries” (support the broad masses of the left, support industry, 
support agriculture, military control, political and military training). 
In fact, it was to exercise military control over the political organi- 
zations, factories and mines, schools and shops at all levels. Conse- 
quently, after the various provincial and municipal organs of political 
power, namely the revolutionary committees, were established, most of 
the commanders in the major military regions were also heads of the 
local party and government, so the situation arose whereby party, polit- 
ical and military power was concentrated in their hands. Moreover, 
with the long-standing concepts and systems of subordination in the 
Chinese Communist Army, phenomena appeared such as that of the army 
nurturing its self-importance, the gun commanding the party and even 
the local government boycotting and resisting orders from the central 
government. 


(HK251318] At that time, there was a short story in circulation as 
follows: Chairman Mao asked Deng Xiaoping and Wang Hongwen about their 
views on the situation in China in the future. Wang Hongwen talked 
lavishly, patted his chest and said confidently: "As long as Chairman 
Mao's revolutionary line continues to be implemented, the situation in 
the whole country will be excellent!" Deng Xiaoping answered: "The 
warlords will set up independent regimes." Mao, after all, was a wise 
person and he lavished praise on Deng Xiaoping. The later transfer of 
the commanders in the eight major military regions was decisively 
carried out under such a spirit by Ye Jianying who was responsible 

for the daily work of the Military Commission at that time. He was 
assisted by Deng Xiaoping, who staged a comeback and was the vice chair- 
man of the Military Commission as well as chief of the general staff. 


After this transfer, the personnel of the 11 major military regions 
were as follows: 


Commander of the Shenyang PLA units: Li Desheng (formerly commander 
of the Beijing PLA units); 


Commander of the Beijing PLA units: Chen Xilian (formerly commander 
of the Shenyang PLA units); 
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Commander of the Guangzhou PLA unite: Xu Shiyou (formerly commander of 
the Nanjing PLA unite); 


Commander of the Nanjing PLA unite: Ding Sheng (formerly commander of 
the Guangzhou PLA unite); 


Commander of the Wuhan PLA unite: Yang Dezhi (formerly commander of the 
Jinan PLA units); 


Commander of the Jinan PLA unite: Zeng Siyu (formerly commander of the 
Wuhan PLA unite); 


Commander c: the Lanzhou PLA units: Han Xianchu (formerly commander of 
the Fuzhou PLA unite); 


Commander of the Fuzhou PLA unite: Pi Dingjun (formerly commander of 
the Lanzhou PLA units); 


Commander of the Xinjiang Military Region (the name had not yet been 
changed to Urumqi PLA units at that time): Yang Yong; 


Commander of the Chengdu Military Region: Qin Jiwei; 
Commander of the Kunming PLA units: Wang Bicheng. 


There was no change in the commanders of the last three major military 
regions because they had not assumed duties for long and did not act as 
heads of the local parties and government. There were three charac- 
teristics in this transfer: The first was to dismiss the commanders 
of the various majcr military regions from their concurrent posts as 
the first secretary of the local party committee and chairman of the 
revolutionary committee. The second was to allow commanders only to 
be accompanied by their individual secretaries when they assumed duties 
and to isolate commanders from the PLA unite which had been under their 
command for a long time. The third was to isolate commanders from the 
political committees which they had worked with for a long time. 


Such a major transfer weakened the foundation of the independent regimes 
of the commanders in the major military regions. This helped in the 
implementation of political orders from the central government and 
genuinely helped to realize the principle of the party commanding the 
gun. The results have since proved excellent. This is one of the main 
reasons why Hua Guofeng and Ye Jianying were able to shatter the "gang 
of four" without bloodshed or firing a single shot. Although the "gang 
of four" deliberately built up a following in the PLA, they could not 
mobilize the PLA. 
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Background for the Major Military Transfer 


There are similarities ae well ae many differences between the tranefer 
of PLA personnel this time and the last time. The tranefer this time 
wae carried out againet the following background: 


Internationally, following the Vietnamese invasion of Kampuchea and the 
anti-China incident, there was the incident in Afghanistan. The inter~- 
national situation has become even more unstable. In order to guarantee 
that the construction of modernization is emoothly carried out, Com- 
munist China greatly needs a peaceful international environment. Thus 
the Chinese Communist PLA, which is responsible for defending the terri- 
tories of the motherland, is confronted with the urgent task of improving 
ite fighting capabilities. In the war against Vietnam in March last 
year, although the morale of the army was high and it scored victories, 
important shortcomings of the Chinese Communist Army were also exposed 
in the spheres of weapons and installations, communication systems, 

troop organization, command systems and military theory. It is all the 
more urgent to list modernization and regularization of national defense 
and improvement of the ability to cope with modern warfare as the order 
of the day. 

In the 3 years since wiping out the "gang of four," the internal situa- 
tion in the country, although initially peaceful, is still fairly 
unstable. Last year, urban crimes increased rapidly. Bandits, robbers 
and anarchists openly committed pillage and made trouble in broad day- 
light and seriously jeopardized the normal social order. The central 
government was thus compelled to mobilize troops once again in society 
to assist in posting guards, making inspection rounds and maintaining 
peace and order in society. However, there are many tough problems 
within the army itself. During the 10 years of the Cultural Revolution, 
the army became “extraordinarily blessed." Consequently, military 
discipline became loose and the quality dropped. The harmonious rela- 
tionship between the army and the people in the past has been greatly 
weakened. In society, there is even a latent current which opposes the 
army. Thus it is an urgent task to raise the political quality of the 
army and improve the relationship between the army and the people. 


(HK251306] Coordinating the Modernization and Regularization of the Army 


It can be seen from this realistic analysis of the international and 
domestic situations that the transfer of personnel in the PLA this time 
was based on several factors: 


1. Accelerating the modernization of the army. In this transfer, most 
of the commanders who have taken up or are continuing to shoulder 
important positions participated in the Korean war, such as Yang Dezhi, 
Yang Yong, Han Xianchu, Wang Ping, Du Yide, Li Desheng, Wu Kehua, Qin 
Jiwei and Zhang Caiqian. Yang Dezhi, who recently took up the post of 
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chief of general staff, was not only a commander of the volunteers, but 
also one of the general commanders on the frontline in the war against 
Vietnam in March last year. Among the numerous generals in Communist 
China, the proportion of commanders who participated in the Korean war 
was not great. It was no coincidence that they were highly thought of 
in the tranefer of personnel this time. There were detailed arrange- 
ments because their personal experience in modernized wars is of great 
value in the process of accelerating the modernization of the Chinese 
Communist Army at present. 


It might as well be mentioned here that Beijing has already disseminated 
this information: Around 1 August this year, the restoration of the 
system of military ranks will be announced. At present, preparations 
are being made for the provision of uniforms for 4 million officers aid 
soldiers in the army, navy and air force. In addition, the promotion of 
officers above the company rank will be subjected to review and examina- 
tion from now on. Their cultural level must reach university standard. 
Military colleges will be generally restored throughout the country. 
Generally speaking, a university graduate will join the army at the 
company rank. These are measures to modernize and regularize the PLA 

in coordination with the transfer of personnel. 


2. Resolving the problem of successors and guaranteeing the continuity 
of the situation of stability and unity. With the exception of Hua 
Guofeng, the heads in the Military Commission of the CCP Central Com- 
mittee at present--Ye, Deng, Xu, Nie, and Liu--have all passed the age 
of 76. There is not much time left. Timely selection and promotion of 
young commanders with outstanding military abilities to the central 
leading posts and the dismissal of generals who are closely related to 
the “gang of four" and who resist the line of modernization such as Chen 
Xilian and Zeng Siyu from their important posts are of tremendous sig- 
nificance in guaranteein. the long-term stability in the leading ranks 
of the army and the implementation of the policies and line of moderni- 
zation in national defense. It is praiseworthy that Deng Xiaoping took 
the lead in setting an example this time, by giving up his post as chief 
of general staff and training new talent. This really shows his far- 
sightedness and broad aspirations as a proletarian revolutionary. 


Strengthen Central Leadership and Thoroughly "Curtail the Vassals" 


3. Strengthening central leadership and thoroughly “curtailing the 
vassals." After “curtailing the vassals" at the end of 1973, the 
instances of local army officers clamoring for independence have been 
greatly reduced. But 6 years have already elapsed since the last 
transfer. Moreover, these 6 years were a time of frequent political 
movements. Due to the serious remnants of traditional feudal forces 

in Chinese society and the special power of the PLA in society, it is 
difficult to guarantee that the local PLA officers will not become too 
powerful to control. A clear example can be seen in the recenc incident 
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in which Zheng Yuxu, adviser in the Hebei military command, occupied 
the house of a renowned performer of Beijing opera in Beijing and 
refused to move out despite repeated orders and instructions from the 
authority in the military region. He came to "a sudden realization" 
only after RENMIN RIBAO picked out names for criticism and public 
indignation was aroused. If an adviser with an empty title can be so 
arrogant, it is easy to imagine what people with actual power in the 
PLA are like. 


Certainly, not all the commanders in the major. military regions who are 
involved in the transfer this time tend toward nurturing the army's 
self-importance. However, since man's social being determines his 
consciousness, the eradication of the founding for the arrogance of 
army officers by means of the system of army control plays a great role 
in strengthening the leadership of the Communist Party and guaranteeing 
the implementation of governwent orders. It is believed that following 
the regularization of the military systems of Communist China, transfers 
of this kind will be more frequent and systematic. 


4. Helping rectify military discipline, raising the quality of the 
army and restoring the close relationship between the army and the 
people. The situation in which the army is once again put in its place 
in Chinese society and the internal problems of the army mentioned 
above are tough problems involving contradictions which the Communist 
Party faces at present. In order to stabilize the political situation 
and prevent crimes, it is necessary to mobilize the army. However, the 
army has an overstaffed and overlapping internal organization, the 
cadres are slothful and arrogant and military discipline is loose. As 
a result, the broad masses of the people and the local officials are 
thus quite hostile to the army and this causes a problem. In summer 
and autumn last year, the communist newspapers successively published 
the news that the army had occupied civilian houses and refused to 
return them. The demonstrations by students of the People's University 
in Beijing last October, demanding that the Second Artillery Corps move 
its headquarters out of the school premises which they had occupied and 
the series of literary and art works which exposed the privileges of 
the army such as "General, You Cannot Do This!" and "If I were the Real 
One" and "In Social Archives" are all reflections of the dissatisfac- 
tion of the people with the army. 


[HK251340] Resolve the Contradictions Between the Military and the 
Government and Between the Military and the People 


In the light of this situation, Beijing has adopted double-barreled 
measures: On the one hand, it positively emphasizes the role of the 
army as a pillar of the nation. Since last winter and this spring, 

29 provinces, cities and autonomous regions in the whole country have 
developed activities to support the army and cherish the people. They 
have once again ascertained that the "three supports and two militaries" 
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carried out by the army in the period of the Cultural Revolution played 
an important role in stabilizing the overall situation. They have 
propagated the dedication of the army and ordered the literary and art 
creations to pay attention to their effects in society and not to 
"vilify the army, create mental barriers, weaken the morale of the army 
and slacken their fighting will." These are the measures that have 
been adopted. 


On the other hand, rectification of the army has been stepped up. 
Particular attention has been paid to problems left by the "three 
supports and two militaries."' The "three supports and two militaries" 
was born under the special conditions of the Cultural Revolution. 
Individuals really should not be blamed for errors made by military 
control and military propaganda teams. However, human relations and 
people's powers of tolerance are not as simple as they are made out to 
be in theories. Suitable transfers of functions and duties will thus 
help solve problems between the army and the government and is a sensi- 
ble move. 


At present, there are national crises and Communist China faces a grim 
foreign and domestic situation. The army is the pillar of Communist 
China. It is necessary to continuously strengthen, improve and modernize 
it and not to damage it in any way. However, the army should be abso- 
lutely controlled by the core of Communist China and should not intervene 
excessively in politics. The major military transfers this time show 
that Communist China is transforming the army in these two aspects and 
this move is welcomed by the people.

Cao Jintao [2580 6855 3447], former researcher in aerodynamics with 
the rank of lieutenant commander of the Aviation Research Institute 
of the KMT Aviation Commission, was recently promoted to be deputy 
head of a certain gunnery training institute of the PLA navy. 


In 1940 he was design personnel and section chief with the rank of 
first lieutenant of the No 1l Aircraft Repair Shop and the No 3 Air- 
craft Manufacturing Plant of the Air Force in Chengdu. From October 
1943 to the spring of 1948, he was sent to study in the United States 
and England and promoted to captain.

Zhou Fangxian [0719 2455 0341], former electrical officer with the 
rank of lieutenant commander on the KMT cruiser "Chungking" and cur- 
rently deputy commander of a training unit at the PLA Naval Institute 
of Engineering and a member of the Hubei Provincial CPPCC Committee, 
was recently elected vice chairman of the Hubei Provincial CPPCC Com- 
mittee at the third session of its fourth committee.

[Text] Beijing, 25 Mar (XINHUA)--China announced the critics choice of 
the best short stories of 1979 today. 


"Plant Director Qiao Takes Office" by a Tianjin worker tops the list of 
25 short stories. 


The first selection was made for 1976-1978. 


At a ceremony held today, Ba Jin, first vice-chairman of the Chinese 
Writers’ Association, gave awards to the winners. 


Zhou Yang, chairman of the China Federation of Literary and Art Circles, 
attended the ceremony. 


The best 1979 short story, by Jiang Zilong, won wide approval after it 
appeared @n a magazine last July. Praise went for the lively charac- 
terization of an enterprising cadre in the four modernizations drive. 


The second to fifth works on the list are: 


"A General in a Small Town," by Chen Shixu, presents a senior P.L.A. 
cadre who remained true to the fine traditions of the People's Army 
after he was "exiled" to a small town during the Cultural Revolution. 


"A Wrongly Edited Story," by Ru Zhijuan, centres on the working style 
of cadres. 


"A Traitor,” by Fang Zhi, tells the story of a merchant who helped the 
communist-led army during the war against Japanese aggression and later 
defied pressure from followers of the gang of four to provide false 
evidence against a veteran cadre. 


"Li Shunda Builds a House," by Gao Xiaosheng, is a picture of rural life 
spanning three decades. 
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Five of the authors are two-time winners. They are Wang Meng, Zhang Jie, 
Deng Youmei, Kong Jiesheng and Liu Xinwu. Liu Xinwu ranked first last 
time for his "Clase Teacher." 


The writers’ association asked the national literary magazine PEOPLE'S 
LITERATURE, a monthly with a circulation of 1,200,000, to poll readers 
and other literary magazines starting last October. Some 2,000 pieces 
were recommended. Staff members of the PEOPLE'S LITERATURE did the 
preliminary selection and then made recommendations to the panel of 23 
judges, writers and critics. 


A total of 250,000 votes were cast by readers, as against 20,000 last 
time. For the second year running, the majority of those writing in 
were young workers. Others were students, office workers, school 
teachers and commune peasants. 


In the course of discussing short stories, many judges on the panel 
agreed that the scope of subjects was wider in 1979 and there was a 
general improvement in writing technique. A number of writers began 

to turn their attention to the four moderaizations drive. The trend 
continued of depicting what had happencd during the Cultural Revolution, 
reflecting present contradictions and summing up the successes and 
failures of work before the Cultural Revolution. 


The self-defence battles along the Sino-Vietnamese border in February 
last year was also the theme of a number of short stories. "Soldiers 
Pass Through a Minefield," by Zhang Tianmin, is included in the list. 


The judges also called attention to a short story by Li Dong and Wang 
Yungao, about the homesickness of a former Kuomintang army surgeon who 
was born on the mainland and went to Taiwan with the retreating 
Kuomintang army in 1949. 


There are two authors of minority nationalities on the list. One is 
Zhang Chang of Bai nationality and the other, Aikbar Mijet of Kazak

[Text] Beijing, 20 Mar (XINHUA)--A class of chemic ngineering 
students at Qinghua University made headlines in al ading Beijing 
newspapers today with their motto, “start from myself and start right 
now to make more contributions to socialist modernization." 


This class of 35 students entered the university in 1977. Most of them 
had been workers, peasants or school teachers They hoped for the quick 
prosperity of the country, but their experience during the turbulent 
decade of the Cultural Revolution made some of them skeptical towards 
reality. They overestimated the difficulties in the modernization drive. 


A discussion among the students last May about the superiority of social- 
ism helped strengthen their confidence in the country's future. They 
recalled the fact that one thorny problem after another had been solved 
over the past three years under the leadership of the party Central Com- 
mittee and concluded that they should not stand by, but should take an 
active part in China's modernization drive. Hence the motto they 

thought up. 


In an earlier interview with XINHUA, Cheng Yisun, secretary of the youth 
league branch of the class, said: "We belong to a generation whose 
education was retarded by the Cultural Revolution. Most of us have 
worked and had experience in life. We must make up for our loss in 
time. 


Thirty-one of the 35 students in his class are league members. They 
entered the university after passing the first college entrance exami- 
nation introduced following a decade of chaos during the Cultural 
Revolution. 


After graduatiug from high school, Cheng Yisun worked for two years in 
the countryside and another two years in a railway factory. 
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As one of the youngest Red Guards during the Cultural Revolution, he was 
sincere in "criticizing" his teachers, who, as he thought, were following 
a “revisionist line" in education. He regretted then that he showed so 
much interest in study. "How silly I was when I was influenced by those 
leftist slogans and misinterpreted the creation of chaos as making revo- 
lution, which brought harm to both the revolution and to myself," he 
said. 


He is now more matured and working with much greater vigour and zeal. 
"The party has created many favourable conditions for us young people.

SHANGHAI STAGES BEIJING OPERA BASED ON JAPANESE FAIRY TALE

[Text] Shanghai, 25 Mar (XINHUA)--"Kagami-Jishi," the first Beijing 
opera based on a Japanese fairy tale theme, is now being staged in 
Shanghai. 


The Beijing opera "Kagami-Jishi" is base on a Kabuki play of the same 
name. (Kabuki is a traditional form of Japanese drama with formalized 
pantomime, dance and song.) 


"Kagami-Jishi" was created in the Meiji period (1868-1895), and combines 
a popular lion dance with the arts of Kabuki. It presents a servant 
girl in ancient times dancing at a feast in a Japanese general's house. 


The Beijing opera has added to the Japanese cast and plot. The story is 
set in the Black Lion Kingdom of ancient Japan. It tells of a beautiful 
princess of the kingdom who was captured as a child, together with a 
treasured black lion (which is a symbol of the country), by a general 
from another country. Fi m a wandering minstrel she learns one day 
about her own country. She then decides to revenge her country. While 
the general is making sacrifices to the black lion, the princess breaks 
into the hall. The spirit of the lion attaches itself to the princess 
and frightens the general to death. The princess returns to her country 
together with the black lion. 


The libretto of the Beijing opera retains the original mood of the music 
and dancing. Also, it gives full play to the art of the Beijing opera, 
its spoken and sung parts, and its action and acrobatics. The costumes, 
stage setting and the hair-dos of the players are all designed according 
to the Japanese original. 


Last January, when the Japanese Kabuki delegation performed "Kagami- 
Jishi" in China, the noted Beijing opera actress Li Yuru and the play- 
wright Du Xuan were so impressed that they decided to bring the play to 
China's Beijing opera stage. Du Xuan, who 40 years ago had studied in 
Japan, immersed himself in the history and practice of Kabuki drama. He 
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now says that actually the story of the black lion in "Kagami-Jishi" was 
brought to Japan from China in the Tang dynasty (618 to 907) along with 
Buddhism, and this shows how China and Japan influenced each other 
culturally. 


Li Yuru, about 60 now, who plays the part of the beautiful princess, 
studied under the masters of Beijing opera Mei Lanfan and Cheng Yanqiu, 
famous as female impersonators. Li Yuru excels in dan (female) roles but 
is also good in jing (male) roles. In the first two acts of the Beijing 
opera "Kagami-Jishi,'' she presents in graceful dancing movements the 
beauty of a simple Japanese girl. In the last act, when the spirit of 
the black lion attaches itself to the princess, she depicts the black 
lion with its magical power in the tones of a male, jing role (with 
painted face). 


Li Yuru says that to transform the traditional Japanese Kabuki "Kagami- 
Jishi" into Chinese Beijing opera will enhance the friendship between 
the people of China and Japan. 


During rehearsals of "Kagami-Jishi" as Beijing opera, the Japanese Kabuki 


lent their enthusiastic help by sending video tapes, recordings and pic- 
tures of stage performances of the Kabuki drama.

[Text] Shenyang, 22 Mar (XINHUA)-- n the towns to the countryside in 
Liaoning Province thousands upon th. sands of ramilies in the past few 
months have switched on their radios at 11:00 a.m. or 6:30 p.m. to 
listen to the half-hour narration of the life of Yue Fei, a national 
hero of the 12th century. 


The popular woman narrator is 36-year-old Liu Lanfang of the Anshan 
ballad singing troupe. 


Storytelling, one of China's popular traditional theatrical forms, has a 
history of at least 700 years. One narrator recites the story and por- 
trays diverse characters in different tones. 


Yue Fei (1103-1142), a prominent general in the early Southern Song 
dynasty (1127-1279), led patriotic struggles against the invasion by 

the Nuchens, a minority nationality in north China at that time. He 

was persecuted to death cn a fabricated charge by the treacherous 

Prime Minister Qin Hui, who favored a policy of compromise and capitula- 
tion. Over the past 800 years people have visited a tomb built in his 
honour in later years in Hangzhou. 


The story was adapted by Liu Lanfang from "The Biography of Yue Fei" 
written by Qian Cai in the Qing dynasty (1644-1911). She divided it 

into 108 sections, each section lasting for half an hour. Since broad- 
casts of it began, the Liaoning people's broadcasting station has 
received several hundred letters and numerous telephone calls, expressing 
their appreciation of her vivid narration of a variety of characters and 
her descriptions of great battles. 


More than 40 radio stations are broadcasting or going to broadcast the 
tape recording of this narration. 


The Chinese classical novels "The Romance of the Three Kingdoms" and 
"Water Margin," the latter a novel about a peasant uprising in the 
Northern Song dynasty (A.D. 960-1126), were created by writers of the 
Ming dynasty (1368-1644) on the basis of popular storytelling at . at 
time.

WILDLIFE PROTECTION DEMANDS--Beijing, 28 Mar (XINHUA)--The PEOPLE'S DAILY 
today carries five letters calling for prohibition of hunting rare ani- 
male.

XINJIANG CAVE TEMPLE MURALS--Xinjiang, 21 Mar--Copies of the Xinjiang 
cave temple murals are being exhibited, for the first time, in the China 
Art Gallery in Beijing. Cao Zhenfeng, head of the art gallery and an 
art critic, says that the Xinjiang murals are of a particular national 
style which merges Chinese and foreign influences. On display are 
copies of 147 murals in three halle on the second floor of the art 
gallery. The exhibits were prepared by artists from Beijing, Xinjiang 
and the Dunhuang Cultural Relics Institute, who spent years studying 

the murals in the Xinjiang cave temple. On some of the murals are 
written inscriptions in the Han and Uyhur languages. Since the Western 
Han dynasty (206 BC-25 AD), along with the development of trade and 
cultural exchanges between China and foreign countries, Buddhism was 
brought from India, and foreign art, including the art of central Asia, 
Rome, and Greece, was brought to Xinjiang and merged with the local art, 
thus forming the special style embodied in the cave temple murals. The 
history of the murals in Xinjiang goes back to the third and fourth 
centuries, and they are of great interest to students of the life of
